Schools, and would that the Allwise Director might rivet, im- 
movably upon our minds, a proper sense of our duty respecting 
the early religious instruction of childrens It certainly does ac- 
cord with every principle of reason, that the earlier a child re- 
ceives biblical instruction, the earlier and more indelibly will be 
fixed upon the mind religious impressions, 

How true is the adage, “As the twig is bent so the tree’s in- 
clined ;” and unquestionably the twig is being bent much earlier 
than many suppose. The minds of children will be stored with 
something either good or evil, and hence the importance of ¢et- 
ting good before them very early, and there is certainly no better 
adapted instrumentality for subserving this purpose than that of 
the Sabbath School. 

Let us conclude that the scriptural injunetion to “provide for 
our own, and especially for those of our own house,” does not- 
exclusively refer to temporal wants, but to the spiritual wants of 
the household also. Nay, are we not scripturally authorized to 
regard this injunetion as pre-eminently especial in the latter 
sense, as regards children, and calling loudly on parents to see 
that their tender offspring are taught with reference to the Author 
of their being, and the Saviour of sinners. 

God virtually speaks to the parent in language similar to that 
of the Egyptian Princess addressing the mother of Moses: “Take 
this child and purse it for me, and I will give thee thy wages.” 
He commands ‘that children be “brought up in -the nurture and 
admonition of the Lord,” receiving that kind of training in child- 
hood which is caleulated to mold them for life—yea, more, for 
eternity itaelf, 

Your committee would not presume that our brethren are ig- 
norant respecting their parental duty as regards the religious 
training and biblical edueation of their children, nor would we be 
understood as teaching that such education is altogether sufficient 
to bring children to Christ for salvation, independently of Divine 
driwing, but would simply offer thus much in the interest of the 
Sabbath School cause, with a view to stirring up the pure minds 
of those who may hitherto have been somewhat indifferent and 
neglectful in this great work,

their report, to-wit: 
EY. 


We regard the Orphans’ ITome, situated at Lauderdale, Miss., 
4 great public blessing. In it our helpless orphan children are 
gathered, and clothed, fed and educated, both as to mind and 
heart. Through it have passed over five hundred children. re- 
ceiving its benefits, and going forth as a blessing to mankind. 
From the Superintendent, who is present with us, we learn that 
it is in a much better condition now, than it was at the last meet- 
ing of our Association. A mill and gin has been erected on the 
place, run by steam, which saves the Home between sixty and | 
seventy-five dollars a month. The Banner is gaining ground and 
's being rapidly increased in circulation, Every step. is being 
taken to make the institution self supporting. The Superintend- 
ent thinks that in three years at farthest, the officers will be able 
to provide food for the children without expense to the denomi- 
ee hation. ‘ 
These facts being before us, and feeling a deep interest in the 
matter, "we would: recommend, first, that all the friends of the 
Home seek to extend the circulation of the Banner. Second, 
that all the churches send up one dollar each for the payment of 
xpense of the mill; and third, that the churches all make a do- 
nation of cash to pay current expenses until the different sources 
of income can yield their legitimate income.
